REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 

fails to teach or suggest a shoelace fastener for a shoe having the structural combination of at 

least a clamp unit including at least one generally U-shaped flexible string section defining an 

opening, and a clamp member attached slidably to and extending across the flexible string 

section to divide the opening into a first aperture and a second aperture, the flexible string 

section having a U-bend cooperating with the clamp member to confine the second aperture, the 

clamp member being slidable along the flexible string section between a clamping position in 

which the clamp member moves toward the U-bend to clamp a corresponding one of the distal 

lace segments against said U-bend for maintaining a tightened state of the shoe, and a releasing 

position in which the clamp member moves away from said U-bend to permit sliding movement 

of the corresponding one of the distal lace segments for loosening the shoe accordingly; and a 

pull lace connected to the flexible string section for pulling the flexible string section so that the 

clamp member slides along the flexible string section to the releasing position.
